HACKENSACK, N .J. (U PI)— 
A Bergen County grand jury re­ 
ported today there was no basis 
for any indictments in connec­ 
tion with the flying of pennants 
bearing the legend “ One Nation 
Under God” beneath the Amer­ 
ican flag. 
The jury returned its decision 
to Superior Court Judge J. Wal­ 
lace Leyden, ending a week-long 
investigation into the matter. 
The panel made no statements 
or recommendations in returning 
its decision to Leyden. 
Legal experts had indicated 
any indictments would probably 
have gone all the way to the 
U.S. Supreme Court before being 
resolved. 
John L. Joseph, a member of 
Americans for Democratic Ac­ 
tion (ADA), protested against 
the pennants on grounds they 
violated the church - state sep­ 
aration provision of the U. S. 
Constitution. 
The New Jersey Chapter of 
the 
American 
Civil 
Liberties 


Union 
(ACLU) 
also protested 
against the pennants. 
Joseph charged the pennants 
were being flown as a protest 
by the community of Hasbrouck 
Heights against the U.S. 
Su­ 
preme 
Court’s 
school 
prayer 
ban. Hasbrouck Heights officials 
denied the charge. 
County 
Prosecutor 
Guy 
W. 
Calissi asked the grand jury to 
investigate the matter at the 
urging of Joseph. 
The controversy started after 
Hasbrouck Heights Mayor John 
F . Knowlan used $14 from the 
borough treasury to buy four of 
the pennants. He directed that 
they be hoisted on municipal 
flagpoles, under the American 
flag. 
He later repaid the treasury 
with money out of his own poc­ 
ket and said 
he intended to 
keep the banners flying indefin­ 
itely. 
Carlstadt authorized the ban­ 
ners several days later and then 
the governing bodies of Ruther­ 


ford, E a st Paterson and E ast 
Rutherford followed suit. 
Walter M. Gantry, originator 
of the pennants, said publicity 
given the controversy, brought 
him orders from as far away 
as Alabama and Texas.

Congested Halls 
Among the difficulties, Henry 
cited congested halls, lack of 
classroom space, overcrowded 
l u n c h periods, difficulty in 
scheduling assembly programs; 
smoking; automobile and bus 
congestion; truancy and cutting; 
understaffed counseling depart­ 
ment, and overcrowded class­ 
rooms. 
It all sounds overwhelming, 
but Henry said a lot has already 
been done 
to alleviate 
each 
problem. 
With congested halls, 
“ stu­ 
dents must be especially con­ 
siderate classmate.’’ He said 
he was getting good coopera­ 
tion. 
Students without classrooms 
are being assigned to study 
areas, either in the cafeteria or 
auditorium. Henry said these 
supervised 
study periods are 
working well. 
To alleviate problems at lunch 
time, the high school has insti­ 


tuted five lunch periods for the 
first time. 
“ We feed 1,400 students in an 
area seating 325,” Henry stat­ 
ed. He termed the lunchroom 
problem “ one of the most ser­ 
ious areas of overcrowding in 
the school.’’

"And, of course, this affects 
a quality program. But the staff 
and students are trying their 
best to overcome these difficul­ 
ties. 
In spite of the overcrowding, 
Henry said no course offerings 
have been curtailed and "stu­ 
dents can still select courses to 
meet their needs.” 
He sum­ 
marized the situations in three 


main subject areas. 
“ Lay readers are used in the 
English program. Without them, 
our teachers just couldn’t do a 
top-notch job. Our science pro­ 
gram is running smoothly. No 
students are denied lab work, 
though they often have to share 
facilities. We have the largest 
enrollment ever in business sub­ 
jects, but here, too, nothing has 
been curtailed.”

One nutritional problem of 
the teenage girl is skipping 
breakfast. Simple breakfasts 
with fruit juice, 
milk, 
and 
cereal are quick to prepare 
and can help a young wom­ 
an overcome drowsiness, and 
increase 
her 
vitality 
and 
charm. 


Eating snack foods that of­ 
fer calories only may help ac­ 
count for a teenage girl’s 
poor 
nutrition. 
For 
clear 
eyes, shiny hair, and good 


posture, a teenage girl should 
choose milk, fruit juice, fresh

similar foods 
at 
snack time. 
A slim, trim figure is the 
goal of many teenage girls.
